Roger  Burlingame  the  remote  ancestor  of  the  family  in  Rhode  Island 
came  to  America  from  England,  locating  first  at  Stonington, Conn.  Later  in 

Providence,  and  Yiarwick,  R.  I.  He  was  in  Warwick  in  1 666,  and  at  Providence 

on  Sept. 25,  1671,  where  he  and  two  others  were  appointed  to  make  a  rate  and 
levy  tax  assessment  at  Mashantatack.  Cn  Sept.l,  1687>  he  was  taxed  6 s. 

In  1690  he  was  elected  Deputy  from  Warwick,  but  there  being  much  debate  in 
the  Assembly,  as  to  the  legality  of  the  election,  it  was  ordered  that  he  is 
not  accepted.  In  169S,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Town  Council.  On  Sept. 6, 
1704,  he  deeded  to  son  Peter,  house  and  50  acres,  subject  to  the  use  and 
profits  for  Roger  and  h5 s  wife  for  life.  He  died  Sept.  1,  iyiC,  and  his 
wife  Mary  died  in  1718. 

Kis  will  dated  Nov. 28,  1715  was  croven  Sept. 15,  1718.  Executrix 
his  wife  Mary,  but  she  died  and  eldest  son  John  took  administration. 

Overseers  sons-in-law  Thomas  Arnold  and  Amos  Stafford,  and  con  Rogc-r 
Burlingame.  To  wife  Mary,  all  movables,  household  goods,  cattle  and  chattels, 
for  life;  and  then  to  go  to  all  his  daughters  and  three  granddaughters  equally 
viz:  Roger's  daughter  Freelove,  Mercy's  daughter  Frances,  and  Alice's  daughte 
Deborah,  To  son  Roger  50  acres.  To  grsndson  John  50  acres,  to  be  laid  out. 

To  son  Thomas,  "the  rest  of  the  undivided  land  that  was  my  son  Peter' s.': 
r/ith  the  provision,  "if  I  and  my  wife  have  not  occasion  tc  use  lands  hereon 
given. "  To  three  sons,  John,  Thomas  end  Roger  20  0  each.  Inventory 
L  199,  l$3,  3d  viz:  Maro,  5  cows,  3  yearlings,  calf,  2  sheep,  2  swine, 
old  sword,  wearing  apparel,  cash  etc.

*2.  THOMAS  (Roger  )  was  of  Providence  and  C  ranston,  R.I.  He  was 
born  Feb.  6,  I667.  He  married  first  Mai'tha,  daughter  of  Moses  and  Mary  (Knowles) 
Lippett.  He  married  second  Hannah  Westcott,  widow  of  Jcsiah  Westcott,  and  the 
daughter  of  George  and  Tabitha  (Tefft)  Gardiner.  She  died  1756. 

On  Sept . 1 ,  1657  he  was  taxed  2s.  On  Sept. 28,  1715,  he  deeded  son  Moeee, 

20  acres  at  Mas  hunt  stack,  near  Grantor’s  dwell ing  house.  He  also  deeded  at 
sundry  times  to  sons  Thomas,  Samuel,  Peter,  Joshua,  and  Stephen.  Aug.  2.6,  1726, 
he  having  married  the  widow  of  Josiah  Westcott,  gave  bond  for  his  wife's 
administration  on  her  former  husband's  estate.  He  died  July  9,  1?58.  His 
Will  of  June  5,  1755  was  proven  Oct. 7,  1758.  Executors  eons  Thomas  and  Peter. 
To  wife  Hannah,  h  6  per  year,  for  life  and  h  6  per  year  that  her  son  gave  bond 
for,  it  being  part  of  her  dower  of  former  husband's  estate.  To  sons  Thomas  and 
Moses,  5s  each.  To  grandson  Samuel  Burlingame  5s.  To  sons  Peter  and  Joshua 
5s  each.  To  granddaughter  Freelove,  daughter  of  Freelove  5s.  To  grandson  John 
Warner  5s.  To  daughter  Margaret  Remington,  Sarah  Briggs,  Freelove  Gorton, 

Alice  Westcott,  and  Patience  Burlingame  5s  eac-h.  To  son  Stephen,  all  real 
and  personal  estate,  after  debts  and  legacies  are  paid.  Inventory  2  beds, 

warming  pan,  old  gun,  pewter,  cooper's  adze,  cow,  hetchel,  etillyarde,  table, 
chairs,  couch,  money  eceles  etc.

He  oied  Feb.  9,  I8l4  at  j?etheref  ield,  Vt  *  where  he  resided.  He  married  Eunice 
Crandall  (See  Farwell  Gen. p. 193).  Proof  of  their  marriage  is  in  a  letter  in  the 
possession  of  I,!r.  Frederick  Henry  Far  well  of  Orange,  Texas.  The  letter  was  written 


by  Mrs. Elijah  Holla  Fox,  nee  Eliza  Farwell,  a  sister  of  Solomon  Farwell, 
and  a  daughter  of  Sabina  Burlingame,  to  her  nephew  John  Dennis  Farwell  of 
Lorraine, N.Y.  the  father  of  Mr. Frederick  Henry  Farwell,  as  follovifi; 

"My  dear  Nephew:  Nov .19,  1857. 

My  mother,  Sabina  Burlingame  wrb  born  Dec.  29th  in  Wethersf xeld, Vt. and 
died  in  Alexandria,  Jefferson  Co.  Feb. 5,  1856,  aged  75  years.  I  do  not  know 
the  age,  birth  or  death  of  my  grandfather  Burlingame.  Grandmother’s  maiden 
name  was  Eunice  Crandall.  I  do  not  know  the  number  of  their  children.  I  do 
not  know  the  number.  1  know  one  of  mother's  brothers  lived  in  Farmeravill e, 
Cattauragus  Co.  His  name  was  Ira  Burlingame.  He  was  a  Baptist  Minister 
and  had  one  son  named  Leroy.

Windsor  Co.Vt.  at  the  General  Court  from  1773  to  1731*. 

Ke  served  in  the  Revolution  in  the  Upper  Regiment  Cumber lend  Co.Vt.,  as 

Lieut,  in  Roll  825,  Cumberland  Committee  of  Safety;  Town  Clerk  1777*  Also 

served  10  days,  2  horses,  120  miles  transporting  flour  from  Conn,  river  to 

Battenskill,  under  Capt.  Abel  Marsh  for  Northern  Army  by  order  of  Joe  Bailey.

In  1774  Isreal  Burlingame  was  chosen  an  officer  of  the  Town  Meeting.  In 
I770  he  was  made  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  and  of  the  Committee 
of  Thirteen  at  Westminster.  This  year  also,  he  signed  the  Association  test 
and  his  name  is  followed  by  the  designation  of  First  Lieut.  In  1776  and  again 
in  17&0  roads  v;ere  accepted  by  his  home.  It  is  evident  that  the  home  was  in 
the  northwest  part  of  the  town,  not  far  from  Ascutneyvil le.  In  1780  it  was 
voted  that  Magazines  of  those  for  the  west  side  of  the  town  be  kept  at  the 
house  of  Isreal  Burlingame.  In  the  same  year  he  was  chosen  representative. 
The  Vermont  Officers  gave  William  Upham  as  the  first  representative  1778-79# 
and  Isreal  Burlingame  second  in  1780. 

In  1795  the  tax  list  of  Weathersf  iel  d, Vt.  shows  Isreal  had  one  poll, 

2  oxen,  2  cows,  1  calf,  JO  cleared  acres.  John  his  son  had  one  poll,  2  oxen, 
one  cow,  a  calf,  16  cleared  acres.  In  1810  John  was  taxed  on  one  poll, 2  oxen, 
five  cows,  one  horse,  one  house  and  15  cleared  acrEO.  Isreal  did  not  appear 
because  he  was  living  with  Ebenezer  Match  (See  Deed  under  Isreal)  made  1805 
by  John  for  Isreal’ s  care.  In  1815  a  record  of  land  ownership  gives  John 

100  acres  in  Section  2,  lots  56-57,  and  fifty  acres  on  Ascutney  Mountain.

Near  Isreal ' s  homestead  is  a  brook  called  Dodge  Brook. 

Citizens  of  Weathersf  iel  d,7t.  who  declared  for-  Liberty  and  Independence  in 
the  year  1775  viz:  Isreal  Burlingame  (the  first  Lieut,  of  the  First  Militia 
Co.  in  the  town).  Ref:  N.E. Register  Vol.XV  p .5^6. 

The  earliest  mention  of  Isreal  Burlingame  found  was  May  17#  1774#  when  he 
was  chosen  Town  Clerk.  His  own  spelling  of  the  name  was  ”Surlirggame. "  He 
was  choeen  on  committee  of'  safety  June  15,  1775,  and  also  Lieut. of  the 
Militia  Co.  He  became  Captain  before  Dec. 18,1782  and  was  proprietor  Clerk 
in  179$.  (Ref:

11  Provided  nevertheless  if  I,  the  said  Ebenezer  Hatch, my  heirs, Executors  shall 
y/ell  end  truly  support  Isreal  Burlingame  and  Eunice  Burlingame,  parents  of  the 
said  John  Burlingame,  during  their  natural  lives  with  suitable  meat,  drink, 
lodging,  physic  and  apparel  fit  and  decent  for  humans  of  their  age  and  degree 
and  shall  well  and  truly  indemnify  the  said  John  Burlingame  and  the  town  of 
Weathersf ield  from  any  cost  and  charges'  in  supporting  the  said  Isreal,  and 
Eunice  during  their  lives  as  aforesaid,  then  this  Deed  to  be  void  otherwise.”

"During  the  Revolution,  Isreal  Burlingame  was  a  member  of  the  Town  Committee 
of  Safety,  and  was  a  Lieut,  of  the  first  Military  Co.  He  v;ao  one  of  the  24  men 
registered  in  Weathersfield  on  Dec.  21,  1778.  In  1771*  N.Y.  regarded  Weathers  field 
aa  under  .its  jurisdiction  and  as  a  part  of  Cumberland  Co.  It  then  took  the 
first  census  end  found  a  population  of  20  in  four  families."

Isreal  and  John  Burlingame  of  Weathersf  ield,  both  brought  certificates  of 
membership  in  the  Baptist  church  of  Clanront,N. H.,  but  no  mention  of  them  (or 
any  oth^  Burlingame)  is  now  to  be  found  in  Claremont,  neither  at  Springfield, 
Vt.  or  Rockingham, Vt. ,  the  nearest  towns  south  of  Weathersfield,  or  in  the 
Cheshire  Co.  Dseds  at  Keene, N.H.  is  there  any  mention  of  either  Isreal  or  John. 

Isreal  Burlingame  died  Feb. 9,  I3l4  aged  75  years.

"Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  I,  Ebenezer  Hatch  of  Weathersfield, 
in  Windsor  Co. and  State  of  Vermont,  for  the  consideration  of  five  hundred 
dollars  paid  to  my  full  satisfaction  by  John  Burlingame  of  'Weathersfield, in 
Windsor  Co.  and  State  of  Vermont,  have  and  hereby  do  freely  give  grant  and 
confirm  unto  the  ed  John  Burlingame,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  two 
certain  pieces  of  land,  in  Weathersfield,  described  as  follows,  viz: 

Being  all  of  Lot  Ho. 65  in  the  second  division  which  lies  north  of  the 
road  leading  from  Amos  Kewletts,  to  Noah  Cadys  except  what  hae  been  heretofore 
deeded  from  the  same  lot  to  Amo 3  Hewlett  containing  by  estimation,  twenty  acres 
by  the  same  more  or  less,  also  all  of  School  lot  No. 64,  in  the  second  division 
which  lie3  north  of  the  road  leading  from  Amos  Hewletts  to  Noah  Cadys. 


To  have  and  to  hold  the  above  granted  &  bargained  premises  with  all  the

p. 249~ 250,  and  Ricket  son  on  liis  gravestone,  and  on  Bible  record.  Rixy  in  his 
brother  Joshua's  Bible. 

The  following  appears  in  the  Cattaraugus  Co. History  by  Ellis  p.250: 

Richertson  Burlingame  came  into  this  region  from  Oxford,  Chenango  Co. N.Y. 
as  a  surveyor  in  the  employ  of  the  Holland  Land  Company.  He  traversed  the  hills 
and  valleys  of  Cattaraugus  and  through  the  deep-tangled  forests  by  the  blaze 
upon  trees  made  in  the  original  township  surveys.  He  assisted  in  the  subdivision 
of  the  town  into  lots,  surveyed  and  mapped  the  village  plot  of  Ellicottville 
and  made  the  map  which  was  adopted  by  authority  upon  the  incorporation,  of  the 
village  in  18.57*  After  he  had  .  finisned  the  greater  portion  of  his  survey,  he 
located  on  Lot  No. 62  an  irregular  tract  of  land  lying  on  Great  Valley  Creek, 
ond  beyond  the  regular  tier  of  lots,  containing  about  500  acres.  His  first- 
dwelling  v/ as  a  log  structure  erected  near  the  banks  of  the  Creek.  Upon  this  farm 
he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life,  -and  was  buried  within  the  ground  which  he  had 
cleared  ana  cultivated.  Thee-e  premises  are  now  owned  by  Harvey  Litchfield.

In  the  year  1817  Richertscn  Burlingame  came  into  town  and  built  houses 
( p. 249-250).  The  first  who  took  contracts  of  land  in  Ell icottville  were 
Richerteon  Burlingame  (  p.570).  Richertson  Burlingame  of  Ell  icottville  surveyed 
and  laid  out  the  first  highways  in  the  town  Dec.^,1825.  (p.805). 

A  copy  of  the  Map  of  Ellicottville.N.Y.  by  him  is  in  possession  of 
Charles  Northrup,  Editor  of  the  Post  Newspapers  in  Ellicottville,N.Y. 

His  father  connected  with  William  Richardson  in  town  affairs  in  Weather sfi eld, 
and  his  daughter  Ann  married  Godfrey  Richardeon. 

He  was  surveyor  for  the  Holland  Land  Co.,  surveyed  town  of  Oxford, Chenango 
Co.N.Y.  and  several  towns  of  Cattaraugus  Co.N.Y.  He  was  given  a  farm  near 
Ell icottville,  where  he  died  and  was  buried  in  a  small  cemetery.  Later  this 
cemetery  was  plowed  over  and  the  remains  were  moved  to  Sunset  Hill  Cemetery, 
Ellicottvill e,N. Y.  He  served  as  Ensign  in  N.Y. Militia. 

Richetson  (spelled  Rixenson)  served  as  Ensign  in  Militia  of  Tioga  Co.N.Y. 
under  Lt. Col. Benjamin  Hovey,  John  Fitch  his  father-in-law  was  Captain,  and 
Solomon  Dodge  his  brotner-in-law  wa3  Ensign  later.

His  brother  Ira  also  served  in  the  1812  War  in  1815,  Chenango  Co*  Infantry.
